The Difference. 


"The difference between a court of 


International justice and the council 
:reated by the league covenant Is 
simple but profound. 


"The one Is a judicial tribunal to 


Da governed by fixed and definite prin- 
ciples of law administered without 
passion or prejudice. The other Is un 
association of diplomats and politi- 
cians; whose determinations are sure 
to be Influenced by considerations of 
expediency and national selfishness. 


"I do not menn to say, nor do 1 


raenn to permit any such construction, 
that 1 would decline to co-operate with 
Jther nations In an honest endeavor 
:o prevent 
wars. 
Nobody 
living 


would take thnt position. 
The only 


question is one of method or of prac- 
ticability within the bounds prescrib- 
ed by fundamental principles. 


"There are distinctly two types of 


:nternntional relationship. One Is an 
offensive and defensive alliance of 
great powers, like that created nt 
Versailles, to Impose their will upon 
Ihe helpless peoples of the world. 
Frankly, I am opposed to such a 
scheme ns thnt, and I epenk know- 
ingly when 1 say that the associated 
powers, with whom we fought the war, 
were reluctant to accept such a propo- 
sition. 


"I am opposed to the very thought 


of our republic becoming a party to 
BO great an outrage upon other peo- 
ples, who have as good a right to seek 
their political freedom as we had in 
1776 and hove the same right to de- 
veloping eminence under the Inspira- 
tion of nationality as we held for our- 
selves. 


The Other Type. 


"The other type Is n society of free 


nations, or an association of free nn- 
lons, or a league of free nations, ani- 
mated by considerations of right and 
lustice, Instead of might and self- 
nterest, and not merely proclaimed on 
ngency In pursuit of pence, but so or- 
ganized and BO participated In ns to 


3 the actual attainment of peace a 


reasonable possibility. Such an associ- 
ation I favor with all my heart, and I 


would make no fine distinction as 
to whom credit Is due. 


"This Is proposing no new thing. 


This country la already a member of 
such a society—The Hague tribunal, 
which, unlike the league of Versailles, 
Is still functioning, and within a few 
weeks will resume Its committee ses- 
sions nnder the chairman&hlp of on 
American representative. 


"In that body we have tho frame- 


work of a really effective Instrumen- 
tality of enduring peace. 
The fact 


that the tribunal did not prevent the 
great war Is, of course, manifest, but 
the cause of the failure la no less ap- 
parent. Germany, already secretly de- 
termined upon a ruthless Invasion, was 
able to prevent the adoption of meas- 
ures which might have proved effec- 
tual. The condition now Is wholly dif- 
ferent 
Not only Germany, but the 


entire world has profited to tbe extent 
of an awful object lesslon, the Impres- 
sion of which cannot be erased from 
the human mind for generations to 
come. 
The horrors of war and the 


eagerness for pence have become uni- 
versal. 
Wbnt once seemed at The 


Hague to be a mere academic discus- 
sion has become a positive, outstand- 
ing need of facing terrifying actuali- 
ties. This makes vastly easier the tn«?l; 
of so strengthening The Hague trhm- 
nal ns to render Its just decrees eit.ier 
acceptable or enforceable. 
It Is not 


uncommon for the advocates o£ the 
league of Versailles to contrast un- 
favorably The Uague tribunal upon 
tbe ground that the tribunal 'lacks 
teeth.' 


Let's Install the Teeth. 


"Very well, then, let's put teeth In- 


to it. 
If, in the failed lengue of Ver- 


sailles, there can lie found mnrhinerj 
which the tiilnniiii cnn UPC properlj 
and advantnpeously, by all means let 
It be appropriated.

"I have already announced that I 


shall urge prompt passage of the res- 
olution, vetoed by the president, de- 
claring nt an end the preposterous con- 
dition of technical war when we are 
actually at peace.

shall naturally advise the resumption 
by the Congress of Its exceptional 
powers, which have been vested by war 
legislation In the executive. I have no

separate peace with Germany. 


"In view of the simple fact that the 


allied powers %vlth whom we were as- 
sociated In the war have already for- 
mally concluded their peace, the pas- 
sage of the.peace resolution by con- 
gress would merely give formal recog- 
nition to an obvious fact 


Our Unselfishness Emphaclzed. 


"Let us take stock for a moment of 


America in the world, aye, nnd of 
America at home. The end of the war 
found our unselfishness emphasized to 
all mankind, and the 
garlands of 


world leadership were bestowed from 
every direction. We had only to follow 
the path of America, rejoicing in the i 
Inheritance which led to our eminence, 
to rivet the gaze of all peoples upon 
our standards of national righteousness 
and our conception of international 
justice. Moreover, the world was ready 
to give us Its confidence. It was the

"The one Is a judicial tribunal to 


Da governed by fixed and definite prin- 
ciples of law administered without 
passion or prejudice. The other Is un 
association of diplomats and politi- 
cians; whose determinations are sure 
to be Influenced by considerations of 
expediency and national selfishness. 


"I do not menn to say, nor do 1 


raenn to permit any such construction, 
that 1 would decline to co-operate with 
Jther nations In an honest endeavor 
:o prevent 
wars. 
Nobody 
living 


would take thnt position. 
The only 


question is one of method or of prac- 
ticability within the bounds prescrib- 
ed by fundamental principles. 


"There are distinctly two types of 


:nternntional relationship. One Is an 
offensive and defensive alliance of 
great powers, like that created nt 
Versailles, to Impose their will upon 
Ihe helpless peoples of the world. 
Frankly, I am opposed to such a 
scheme ns thnt, and I epenk know- 
ingly when 1 say that the associated 
powers, with whom we fought the war, 
were reluctant to accept such a propo- 
sition. 


"I am opposed to the very thought 


of our republic becoming a party to 
BO great an outrage upon other peo- 
ples, who have as good a right to seek 
their political freedom as we had in 
1776 and hove the same right to de- 
veloping eminence under the Inspira- 
tion of nationality as we held for our- 
selves. 


The Other Type. 


"The other type Is n society of free 


nations, or an association of free nn- 
lons, or a league of free nations, ani- 
mated by considerations of right and 
lustice, Instead of might and self- 
nterest, and not merely proclaimed on 
ngency In pursuit of pence, but so or- 
ganized and BO participated In ns to 


3 the actual attainment of peace a 


reasonable possibility. Such an associ- 
ation I favor with all my heart, and I 


would make no fine distinction as 
to whom credit Is due. 


"This Is proposing no new thing. 


This country la already a member of 
such a society—The Hague tribunal, 
which, unlike the league of Versailles, 
Is still functioning, and within a few 
weeks will resume Its committee ses- 
sions nnder the chairman&hlp of on 
American representative. 


"In that body we have tho frame- 


work of a really effective Instrumen- 
tality of enduring peace. 
The fact 


that the tribunal did not prevent the 
great war Is, of course, manifest, but 
the cause of the failure la no less ap- 
parent. Germany, already secretly de- 
termined upon a ruthless Invasion, was 
able to prevent the adoption of meas- 
ures which might have proved effec- 
tual. The condition now Is wholly dif- 
ferent 
Not only Germany, but the 


entire world has profited to tbe extent 
of an awful object lesslon, the Impres- 
sion of which cannot be erased from 
the human mind for generations to 
come. 
The horrors of war and the 


eagerness for pence have become uni- 
versal. 
Wbnt once seemed at The 


Hague to be a mere academic discus- 
sion has become a positive, outstand- 
ing need of facing terrifying actuali- 
ties. This makes vastly easier the tn«?l; 
of so strengthening The Hague trhm- 
nal ns to render Its just decrees eit.ier 
acceptable or enforceable. 
It Is not 


uncommon for the advocates o£ the 
league of Versailles to contrast un- 
favorably The Uague tribunal upon 
tbe ground that the tribunal 'lacks 
teeth.' 


Let's Install the Teeth. 


"Very well, then, let's put teeth In- 


to it.

Already Announced. 


"I have already announced that I

shall naturally advise the resumption 
by the Congress of Its exceptional 
powers, which have been vested by war 
legislation In the executive. I have no

necessary or advisable to negotiate a 
separate peace with Germany. 


"In view of the simple fact that the 


allied powers %vlth whom we were as- 
sociated In the war have already for- 
mally concluded their peace, the pas- 
sage of the.peace resolution by con- 
gress would merely give formal recog- 
nition to an obvious fact 


Our Unselfishness Emphaclzed. 


"Let us take stock for a moment of 


America in the world, aye, nnd of 
America at home. The end of the war 
found our unselfishness emphasized to 
all mankind, and the 
garlands of 


world leadership were bestowed from 
every direction. We had only to follow 
the path of America, rejoicing in the i 
Inheritance which led to our eminence, 
to rivet the gaze of all peoples upon 
our standards of national righteousness 
and our conception of international 
justice. Moreover, the world was ready 
to give us Its confidence. It was the 
beckoning opportunity of the centuries, 
not for the glorification of the new 
world republic, but for America to hold 
every outpost of advancing civilization 
and Invite all nations to join the fur- 
ther advance to heights dreamed of, 
but never approached before.

force of example was llung aside for 
force of armed alliance. We neglected 
our readjustments and restorations at 
home, and the cruel sacrifice of mll- 
Ilous of lives and billions of treasure 
left us and the world groping in uncer- 
tainty and anxiety Instead of revealing 
us In the sunlight of a new day, with 
lines formed, ready for the onward 
march of peace and all Its triumphs.

SEASONABLE DISHES. 


We really do not know how to cook 


vegetables unless we cnn make them 


both edible and attrac- 
tive; not unless we can 
conserve every fraction 
of their food value and 
are 
so 
familiar 
with 


their composition 
that 


we cnn develop it by 
cookery. 
The really ef- 


ficient cook wastes noth- 
ing—neither 
the 
vege- 


table Itself, the water in 
which it Is cooked, nor 


even the parings or tops. 
So says the 


expert dietician, Ida Biiiley Allen. 


Scalloped Beans.—Butter a baking 


dish and add two cupfuls of white 
sauce or n tomato sauce to four cup- 
fuls of cooked string beans, with one 
small chopped onion. 
Cover with but- 


tered crumbs nnd bake 30 minutes it 
a moderate oven. 


Braised New Cabbage.—Melt one- 


fourth cupful of sweet fut in a sauce- 
pan, add two green apples nnd two 
onions finely chopped; cook gently for 
three minutes, then turn in one good 
sized cabbage, shredded, three cloves, 
one-half cupful of vinegar, one table- 
spoonful of salt, one-fourth teaspoon- 
fill of pepper. 
Cover tightly and sim- 


mer for two and one-half hours. 


Coconut Sponge.—Scant half an en- 


velope of granulated gelatin in one- 
fourth of a cupful of cold water. Make 
n custard of two cupfuls of milk, 
three eggs, one-third of a cupful of 
sugar; cook until smooth and thick, 
remove from the heat and add the 
gelatin. 
When the mixture begins to 


set add one cupful of shredded coco- 
nut, 
n few grains of salt and a tea- 


spoonful of vanilla. Cs'e just the yolks 
In the custard, beat the whites stilt 
and fold in at the last. 
Line a mold 


with sections of orange, pour in and 
chill. 


Corn Custards.—Mix one cupful of 


grated corn with three slightly beaten 
eggs; arid one and one-half cupfuls of 
milk, one-half teaspoonful of salt, a 
teaspoonful of onion juice and a few 
dashes of paprika. 
Put into small i 


molds 
and 
steam, 
covered 
with 


greased paper. 
After 20 minutes re- . 


move and serve with white or tomato i 
sauce.
